Mr. Mum and Mr. Cummings 


The wonderful world of the Tulare 
county board of supervisors continues to 
amaze us—and, we'd imagine, quite a lot of 
other Tulare county folk. 

Take the case of l’affaire expense ac- 
count, for instance. The starring role in this 
latest episode to emanate from the super- 
visors’ chambers in the county courthouse 
over Visalia way is played by Charlie Cum- 
mings, the supervisor from the Porterville 
Grea. 

To be sure, Cummings doesn’t repre- 
sent our district on the county governing 
board and so normally his actions wouldn't 
be of too much concern to us. But in this 
case he happens to be spending quite a hunk 
of our money, and so we'd guess that quali- 
fies us to put in our two cents-worth, 

Charlie Cummings, it seems to us, has 
a rather strange attitude for a public servant. 
We're not at all sure that the county of Tu- 
fare could afford very many like him. 

First of all, however, let us declare our- 
selves on one point. Supervisor Cummings is 
entirely correct, in our opinion, when he says 
that a supervisor should be reimbursed for 
the money he spends while he is on county 
business. 

With that out of the way, then, we'd 
like to ask a couple of questions: 

1. Does he have to go to SO MANY 
meetings? 

2. Does he have to spend so blasted 
much money ? 

No one, as far as we know, has even 
hinted that: Supervisor Cummings’ ‘expense 
accounts are anything but completely honest. 
The only complaints aired so far have been 
that they are just TOO BIG. 

You'll have to give Charlie credit for 


one thing. He doesn’t attempt to evade the 
issue or talk around it. Not very much, any- 
way. Jim Foley, our courthouse reporter, 
who dug out the Cummings experise vouch- 
ers for $2,359.86 in 10 months (including 
a nifty little $474.88 item for October), 
questioned Cummings about some of the 
prices listed on his October expense account. 
The Porterville supervisor first pointed out 
that meal prices charged at conventions 
sometimes dre rather exorbitant—and any- 
one who has ever attended a convention cer- 
tainly will not question that statement. 

Foley then asked Cummings about a 
$5.50 charge for a dinner in Fresno, en route 
back to his home from a convention. The 
supervisor flatly told Foley that he is used 
to this type.of eating, this standard of living, 
and that he has no intention of reducing his 
standard of living when he is on county 
business—and the taxpayers are footing the 
bill. 

That’s’ an interesting philosophy. It 
sounds like Cummings is trying to establish 
himself as The Last of the Big Spenders. 

He has another interesting philosophy. 
He says he doesn’t take advantage of the 
free food spread around at cocktail parties 
at conventions by people who might be do- 
ing business with the county: because he 
doesn’t want to compromise himself. 

And, with those words -out of his 
mouth, he went off to lunch in Visalia at the 
expense of a Visalia architect, who is de- 
signing the new Visalia justice court build- 
ing for the county. 

“The Strange World of Mr. Mum” 
sometimes seems awfully normal when you 
compare it with the wonderful world of the 
Tulare county board of supervisors.

_ VISALIA, Tulare Co.— Supervisor Charles Cum- 
mings has informed the board of supervisors his ex- 
pense accounts—to maintain a standard of living he is 
used to—will continue despite criticism of the amounts. 


Cummings, in a lengthy 
statement presented to the 
board yesterday, defended the 
$235 a month average ex- 
pense accounts he turns in 
while on county business. 

Tulare County auditor rec- 
ords show Cummings’ total 
expense account for the last 
10 months is $2,354, more 
than double the second high- 
est submitted by Board Chair- 
man Harry Perry. 

Meal Prices 

The records also show 
Cummings’ out of town 
breakfasts average about 
$2.50, his lunches $3:50 and 
his dinners $5.80, 


Other supervisors turn in 
breakfast costs ranging from 
$1 to $1.25, lunches from 
$1.25 to $2.50 and dinners 
from $2.50 to $3.50. 


“I am not in any way cheat- 
ing the county. This (travel 
for the county) has cost me 
$3,000 out of my savings ac- 
count since I took over this 
job a year ago September 
15th.” 


He said he believes anyone 
traveling for the county or 
private business should be 
allowed to maintain the stand- 
ard of living he is used to 
at home. 

Cummings told the board 
his tastes are high. “I live 
well,” he said. He reported 
his taxes on “a home you 
couldn’t replace for $150,000” 
are $1,200 a year. 

The supervisor from Por- 
terville gave a detailed ac- 
count of his expenses at var- 
ious recent conferences and 
conventiofs, stating, “I told 
the board some of these 
would be expensive.” 


The superviscr from Por- 
terville said his exrenses 
for Ocztoder weve $474.88, 
and he ate 23 meals while on 
official business. He reported 
this to the board following a 
plea for higher pay and full- 
time status for supervisors, 

After some heated argu- 
ment the board dropped the 
issue without action. 


$474 A Month 

For the month of October 
the records show his expenses 
at $474.88 and it was during 
this month, averaging a ran- 
dom sampling of 23 meals, 
that his average meal cost Is 
reported. 

Following his statement, 
which included a plea for 
higher pay and full time 
status for supervisors, several 
supervisors interjected com- 
ments which threatened to 
break into heated argument. 

Supervisor J. Malcolm 
Crawford said the matter of 
questioning the size of ex- 
pense accounts has never 
come up before. He added: 

“] disagree with Charley’s 
statement (that you cannot be 
a good supervisor without 
travel to important meetings). 
We as supervisors have to 
set a good example for the 
rest of the employes of the 
county. 

“If we turn in tremendous 
expense accounts, then all 
employes are entitled to do 
the same.” 

Crawford’s average is $56 
a month, Halver Haddock’s is 
comparable, John R. Long- 
ley’s is $91 a month and 
Board Chairman Harry Per- 
ry’s is $115 a month. 

Suggests Rules 

Crawford suggested estab- 
lishing rules on supervisorial 
expense accounts and a 
policy by which the board 
would clear all trips. This 
brought immediate negative 
reaction from Cummings, 
Perry and Longley. 

Longley said the need for 
some of the trips arises sud- 
denly. He proposed an indi- 
vidual travel and expense 
budget for each supervisor, 
based on the distance trav- 
eled to the courthouse and 
with out of town expenses 
comparable to each other. 

The board tabled the mat- 
ter without comment.

In the David Campbell family, 


for example, there was a son, Or-

David Campbell, and others, 
bringing their cattle and horses 
here, found good pasture on the 
open plains of the West. For 
their farms they needed more ir- 
rigation and so made ditches to 
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he peddled vegetables to the fam-

ed along the Emigrant road 
near David Campbell’s. It was 
called Vandalia, and soon had a 
store, a school, a church, and 
then the Tule River postoffice. 

In 1860, however, Royal Por- 
ter Putnam, a city-minded young 
man, 28 years old, came to the 
traveler’s station at Scenic hill. 
He must have had vision for he 
was bold enough to compete with 
Vandalia, and built a house to 
accommodate travellers and to 
sell merchandise on what is now 
the northeast corner of Main and 
Oak street. 


He had the ability and. fore- 
sight to get the best quality of 
merchandise to sell, and a good 
variety, so that the farmers 
would buy machinery and other 
items from him rather than make 
the two days’ journey to Visalia, 
which was the only town in this 
large end of the San Joaquin val- 
ley. 


In 1862, much rain and great 
floods caused the Tule river to 
change to its present course; in 
1864 Porter Putnam laid out the 
streets of a town on his 40 acres 


The history of Porterville is 
not really about these farmers, 
for farmers do not make a village 
Cities are made by 
men who sell supplies to farmers 
and who 


The first village here was start- 


the unloading from the freighters 
of barrels of flour, and sugar and 
crackers. - 

Porter Putnam encouraged busi- 
ness men to locate here. The 
Bakers, Nathan and son, started 
a second store, and Augustus 
Traeger, a blacksmith shop, and 
Henry Traeger was a saddle and 
harness maker. 

About 1871 the town got the 
post office, and its postmaster, 
George McKeivey, away from 
Vandalia, and also by a division 
of the school district, got a 
school. Otherwise, there was only 
a very slow growth until 1888 
when the Southern Pacific rail- 
road built a branch through Por- 
terville. 


Porterville’s future seemed se- 
cure with this quick transporta- 
tion for the grain being raised on 
the plains and for the fruits from 
the farms near the river. (Or- 
anges had begun to be planted in 
1879.) But Porter Putnam, in 
moving his residence in order to 
build a new store, now the Hodg- 
son building on Main street, got 
pneumonia and died in 1889. 


Three groups gave Porterville 
a boost for the second 33 years: 
First; men rather like Porter 
Putnam, who came and invested 
money in the growing of orang- 
es; second, the Southern Pacific 
railroad’s development company 
— the Pacific Improvement com- 
pany, that built a hotel on Olive 
street not far from the railway 


jstation, called the Arlington ho- 
jtel and now the Porterville-Pio-« 
jneér hotel. 


John Loyd, later Porterville 
postmaster, and wife, Jane, be- 
came proprietors of this hotel, 
and their children, Minnie, Ed- 
‘gar and Webb — along with oth- 


ers, saw the activities of that 33- _ 
year period. 

The Pacific Improvement com- 
pany also bought land to the 
south and west for new homes 
subdivisions — and a third factor 
in this period of Porterville’s de- 
velopment, the Pioneer Land 
company, bought land north of 
Porter Putnam’s. 

The Pioneer Land company, 
composed of San Francisco capi- 
talists, built residences for its 
employees or promoters on Mor- 
ton street — one of these, the 
Knupp house, has just been taken 
down. Also they gave a site for 
Porterville’s first sizable, brick 
schoolhouse, which added a high 
school department in 1896. 

And Porterville had electric 
lights as well as telephone serv- 
ice and for amusement, motion 
pictures arrived. 

Meanwhile, Tule river still did 
its part for agriculture. But to 
its assistance came deep well 
pumping, with electric motors, 
installed by the Mt. Whitney 
Electric Power company from 
1899 on. So orange production 
extended away from the river

The Williamsons were west of 
the Campbells, and the Martins 
east and north. Tule river then 
flowed pjartly where Porter 
Slough and Third street now are, 
and at Scenic hill turned west- 
ward across the plains. Where 
the road crossed the Tule river 
at Scenic hill, there was an old 
station, for travelers of the

Some colorful fireworks will 
probably be set off during our 
1961 session by proposals to elim- 
inate the many “special funds’ 
which have been set up in our 
state fiscal operations. Use of 
such funds to control expendi- 
tures from certain revenues has 
been increasing, though the prac- 
tice has been criticized by many. 

Recently the Assembly ways 
and means committee held a 
hearing for the brave purpose 
of abolishing some of these many 
special funds, and diverting 
their revenues .to the general 
fund. The committee was re- 
minded that about two-thirds of 
the state budget, which may ap- 
proximate $2.7 billion, for the 
next fiscal year, is in special 
funds or allocations such as those 
for welfare and education which 
the Legislature cannot control. 

Just how much money is in 
these various funds was never 
accurately established, but the 
concensus seemed to be that at 
least two or three hundreds of 
million dollars are involved. 
Some of the funds, like those 
for the licensing of certain pro- 
fessions, have only a few thou- 
sands of dollars in reserve. Oth- 
ers, like the highway fund, have 
many millions. 

As the hearing progressed it 
became very apparent that the 
task of eliminating special funds 
would be no easy one. The com- 
mittee’s own consultant started 
out boldly enough by suggesting 
that all highway revenues and 
fish and game money be put in 
the general fund. At the pres- 
ent, our State Constitution pro- 
vides that highway money can be 
used only for highway needs, and 
fish and game revenues only for 
conservation and propagation, so

LANDLUBBER AND BOAT FISHERMEN 
EXCHANGE YARNS ON MUKOLOME 


At 6:00 am. Thanksgiving 
morning the relentless ring of 


‘the alarm’ clock disturbed our 


sleep. The cold wind.of the Sac- 
ramento Delta shook the trailer- 
house, we turned the alarm off 
and pretended to sleep. Shortly 
afterwards our father - in-law 
8tomped in from the other bed- 
room and muttered something to 
the effect that if we didn’t get 
up someone would catch all the 
striped bass in the Mukolome 
River. We muttered words to 
the effect that we wouldn’t budge 
an inch ’til we could smell coffee 
brewing. 

Somehow, by 7:00 a.m. that 
same morning, we had managed 
to choke down two cups of the 
thick, black liquid Jim Rutledge 
calls coffee and board our 14- 
foot cruiser. We assumed a 
George Washington-crossing-the- 
Delaware position in the front, 
and Jim steered the boat from 
the rear with many complaints 
about being unable to see around 
our rather broad posterior. We 
headed for our favorite fishing 
spot, a place we refer to myster- 
iously as the ‘rock pile’, which 
is known only to ourselves and 
several thousand other striped 
bass fishermen.

Sorghum Midge Found In Five Valley Counties 


DAVIS, Dec. 8 — The sorghum 
midge, a tiny, destructive fly 
with a recently discovered beach- 
head in the San Joaquin valley, 
will be an unwelcome invader in 
California grain fields from now 
on. 

Grain sorghum is the most im- 
portant crop threatened by the 
midge, whose depredations in 
southeastern states make it the 
nation’s most feared pest of sorg- 
hum. It also infests forage type 
sorghums and Sudan grass. 

In Tulare county where the 
midge was first identified, its 
damage, blasted seed heads, look- 
ing as if they never had been 
pollinized, accounted for up to 
one-fourth of the grain sorghum

water is conservative; especially 
since he does not believe in giv- 
ing away something for nothing.

MR. GOLDWATER WAS STAT-

it will probably be shouted down. 
Simply put, he suggests that 
whenever a school district votes 
itself a bond issue which must 
be re-paid by property taxes, that 
portion of the tax that is used 
for the redemption should be de- 
ductable from the Federal Income 
tax payment. In other words, if 
your taxes were 100 dollars

Topics of 
discussion will include: Outlook 
for the Feeding Industry, Feed 
lot Reports, Trends in Ckttle 
Feeding, Feeding Different Class- 
es of Cattle and Regulation of 
Movement of Feeder Cattle. The 
speakers for Thursday morning
